© That ſuch Prohibition would not only encourage our own Manufactures, 
upon which the Value of Lands, and the Employment of our Poor depends, 
but prevents the Exportation of much of our Coin, which at this time can 
be very ill ſpared ; and alfo prevent many of the Tnconveniences feared 
from the Scotch Eaft-India Company. | 

That fance there is a Trade found out to the Zudies, no Objetion can 

well be. made agaiaſt their Trade in Spices, Drugs, Salt-petre, &c. nor 
againlt the ManufaQtured Goods that are/brought in, and again exported to 
Foreign Markets ; becauſe it will be carry'd on by others, it we ſhoufd neg- 
let: But certginly ic muſt be accounted very ill Husbandry, and will 
be of fatal and ruinous conſequence, to deſpiſe our own ManufaRtures, and 
ſead 'our Gold: and Silver to the I«dies, from whence it will never return,

Money may be kept here to circulate among our ſelves ; and is ſo neceſlary 
to our Commerce, and payments of our Fleets and Armics, without 
which, we can neither be rich or ſafe.

That the great Argument that is uſed in favour of the FaF- India Com- 
pany, is, That although they Export great Quantities of Bullion, yet they 
bring in much more & the Goods they ſell in Foreign Markets. Suppo» 
ſing their Aſſertion.to be true, this can be no A t againſt the 
prohibiting their MatufaQures to be worn in ad, and our Plan- 
tations, but rather an Argument for it ; for what is conſumed at Home, 
- brings in no Bullion; and if none be conſumed at Home, more may 
be ſent Abroad : for it will make the Company more induſtrious to find 
out cither New Commodities to deal in, or Markets for the vending 
thereof, whereby they may make their Trade more Profitable to the 
Nation. 

It is alſo alledged, -in favour of the Eaf7-India Trade, That there have 
of late years been great Quantities of Eng/ifh Cloth Exported by the Company. 
To which this Anſwer is to be given, That the Cloth by them Ex 
more than formerly, is not conſumed in dia, but ſent thence to Perfia ; 
Which hinders the Tarkey Merchants, who formerly uſed to ſupply thoſe 

Markets, So "that the Eaf7-India Company Gang away our Cloth, 


( gain a good Opinion, and 
make the Nation believe that their Trade is not fo prejudicial to us as has 
been repreſented, or as in reality it is. 

That the ſending 6ur Money to the Eaf#-Indies, to purchaſe Goods 
perſetly ManutaQtured there, may Advance Lands, Enrich the People, 
Employ the Poor in I=dia : But ſuch as are ſpent here, in the room of 
our own Manufactures, muſt have the quite contrary effte& with us.

That this Kingdom of England will ſuſtam great Evils and Damage by emojning the Wear 
of Woellen Manufattures and Leather, both by Men, Women,and C hildren,by a Law ; and 
jo conſequently reſtraming the Wear of Silks and Hair Stuffs manufattured im England . 
And that great benefit may enſue to the Engliſh Nation, by probibiting the Uſe and Wear 
of Silks and Stuffs Foreign manufadur d, appears by theſe following Particulars, VIZ. 


H E Reſtraint of wearing Silks;and Stuffs made of Mohair Yarn manufattured in 
England, will neceſſarily impoveriſh and depopulate the Nation, there being no 
Trades in England that imploy ſo many People as thole relating tathe Manufa= 
Eturing of Silk and Hair ; for upon the moſt modeſt computation they are judg- 
cd to be above Three Uhereva prom Souls W-avers, T hrowſfters, Windſters, 
Dyers, and other Dependents thereupon, that do ſubhſt thereby, and that have no other 
way of. Livelyhood ; and a great part of theſe have ſerved ſeven years Apprentiſhip to their 
ſeveral Trades, according to the Laws of this Nation,(which makes their Trades a Freehold 
and Inheritance) and have Families depend upon them. Now it by Law there ſhould be any 
Reſtraint of wearing Engliſh made Silks and Hur Stuffs tor any part of the Year, they would 
be deprived of their ſaid Freehold and Inheritance, and muſt of neceſſity not only be impove- 
iſhed, but want bread in one year, nay the greateſt part of them in one Months time, they 
having nothing but from hand to mouth, and what they get by their daily Labour rofl v 
their daily Wants ; and conſequently the greateſt part. of them muſt be neceſſitated in a 
ſhort time cither to take rude and deſperate courſes,or tranſport themſelves into ForeigaParts 
to get their Bread ; there being no other Imployment (either Handicraft or others) hs can 
receive one fourth part of ſo great a Number, conſidering that the 0/4 and Toung are hereby 
imployed, and cannot otherwiſe, but be chargable to the places of their Abode, 
If it ke objefted, that this Reſtraint 1s intended but for five Months in the Year, and 
therefore cannot have ſuch diſmal EfteQts as are before mentioned : For Anſwer it is ſaid, 
That theſe five Months Reſtraint of wearing them will take off the Imployment of the Ma- 
nufaQurers thereof eight Months inthe Year, and in little time amount to little leſs than a 
total Prohibition of them ; for that the perſons that wear Engliſh made Silks and Hair Stuffs 
are generally of the beſt Quality, and all of them eithes Leaders or Followers of the neweſt 
Modes and Faſhions, and therefore it cannot be ſuppoſed that they will buy Silk Garments - 
to lay by them all the Winter to wear in Spring, for that then newer Modes and Faſhions 
will come in, and there cannot be allowed leſs (one with another) than three or four Months 
for them to wear out a Silk Garment : So that take the hve Months in the Year wherein 
they are not to be worn atall, and the three or four Months before, which muſt be allowed 
for the wearing of thoſe they have already bought, there will not remain above three or four 
Months at moſt for the ManufaRurers to ſell their Silks and Stuffs ; which amounts to little 
leſs than a total Prohibition, for this reaſon, for that the Merchants either cannot, or at leaſt 
' will nor, give credft to the Weaver or Throwſter the Year rovund ; and it chey ſhould, -yet is 
there not one Weaver. or Throwſter in a thouſand, that 1s able to ſupply their Morkwen and 
Wiraſters with Money fo long time, without Returns of Money for their Commodities, So 
that it is manifeſt norte ding this ObjeQtion , the forementioned milchiets of Poyerty 
and Depopulation muſt enlue upon it. |

Becauſe the greateſt part of our Cloths and Stuffs made here of Engliſh Wool are tranf- 
-beyond the Scas, and chiefly to 7erky ; in exchange whereof the Merchants bring 
raw Silks and Mohair Tarn, which ſcts ſo many thouſand people to work again ; and if the 
Conſumption of S:lk and Hair be abated in England, as it muſt needs be by the Reſtraint of 
the Wear thereof, the Exportation of Cloth muſt needs abate —— thereunto, for 
that there is little other Commodities proper for Exglend to be had there in exchange for our 
Cloths ; ſo that whereas the Tarky Companyin particular have of late exported twenty tive 
or thirty thouſand Cloths ina Year, they may be reduced to ten or twelve thouſand, and by 
degrees to little or nothing ; and conſequently there will be eightcen or _ thouſand 
Cloths* lie on the Clothiers hands in one Year more than they can vend ; and that there 
will be ſuch an Abatement in the Exportation of Erg/ijh Cloths, it Engliſh made Silks and 
Hair Stuffs be not atlowed to be worn five Moneths in the Year, wall pear not onely from 
the former Argument, that there are little other Commodities to exchange in 7 «r&y for 
them but Si/k and Hair ; but allo becauſe the Winter Seaſon, wherein thele Sts and Stuffs are 
ohibited to be worn, is the chief time for the CR of Silk and Hair Stuffs for that 
the richeſt Silks and Stuffs are worn in that ſeaſon, and is the principal time for the Conſump- 
tion of them.

Tf it beobjeted, That the enjoyning the Wearing of Woollen ManufaCture five Months 
io the Year, will anſwer the Conſumption of Wooll that is abated in the Exportations : It 
is anſwered, That it had need exceed it three times over, ; for that the making 60000 Cloths 
| In a Year more than now is, will not ſet ſo many people at work, as the other will throw 
out of work ; and if it could be ſuppoſed that there would be vent for ſo many more, it is 
- preſumed there would not be found Wooll enough to make them, it being now ſomewhat a 

carce Commodity, and raiſed in price a third part to what it was ſome years paſt. So that 
indeed at this time there is no juſt caule tocomplain of the want of Conſumption of Wooll, 
it being a good ſcarce and ready money Commodity ; but that the Reſtrait of Silk and Haiy 
x and the enjoyning the Wear of Woollen,will neither increaſe the Conſumption of it to 
- ſuch a degree, nor yet an{werable to the Abatement of the Exportation of it by 1 5 or 20000

ledge; ſorthat little Engliſh Woo! will be confumed by them that uſe to wear Silks and Stuffs, 
| wy; on the other hand the poor Manutacturers both of Wooller, Silk, and Hair, they genecral- 
ly wear our courſe Cloths and Stutts made all of Exg/ſh Weoll, and theſe being either Impo- 
veriſhed hereby that they cannot cloath themſelves but with Rags, or be forc'd beyond the 
Seas, muſt necellarily caule a far leſs Conſumption of our Enz/ifh Woot, For it cannot be 
Tuppoſed that the expence of Exg/iſb Wool in fine Cloths, can anſwer to the loſs of that

Anſ. All crading Natichs have, and do at this Day put a reſtraine 
upon Trade according as their Circumſtances require : The French 
have many Years ſince, by extraordimary Impoſitions, prohibited all our 
IWoollen Manxfattures, and by that means have ſer them up in their own Contey, totheir 
great. Advantage. The Dutch, who are little more than Carriers of Goods from one 
Country to anothgr, yet do often prohibit, and for Inſtance, have by great Impoſicions 
prohibited our Dyed Woollen ManujaRures, by which means they Have gained that 
profitable Imployment. The Penetians have prohibiced our Cloth; The Sweeds and 
 Denes the like. The French have by ſevere Edias prohibiced all Indian Silks, Bengells, and 
Painted Calicoes; and a Multitude of Inſtances might be given of this Nature. Our 
own Stetute-Books are full of them ; the A# of Navigation, and the 4A# for Preventing 
the Exportation of Wooll have been, and are of infinite Benefit to this Kingdom. 

Oby. That the Eaft-India Trade « greatly beneficial to England. | 

Znſ; It what the Writers for che Eaff-b1dia Company have afferted be true, That Three 
Parts of Four of the whole imported have been again exported to Foreign Parts, or it 
-what the late Awthbor of the Eflay on the Eaſt-India Trade atlerts be true, That one half 
has been exported and has brought in 6000007. more than the prime Coſt in Ids, then 
this Trade, in that Reſpet, may well be accounted a profitable Trade to this Nation : 
But this, though often aſſerted; has not been made appear in ſuch manner as a Buſineſs of 
ſo. great a concern to the Eaft-Indis Company ought, or might have been; and we have 
great Reaſon to believe that no ſuch Quamities are,or ever were exported ; But ſuppoling 
that. great Quantities were exported, this -Bill does notextend to hinder that Trade.

The Reaſon why the Eaft- India Trade is prejudicial, is, becauſe we draw from 
thence nothing of ſolid uſe, Materials to' ſupport Luxury, Periſhable Commodities, and ſend 
thither Gold and Silver, which is there buried and never returns, and the Burden of this 
bears hard only on the Countries which conſume them, as the Author of .the Effay has 
very well obſerved, and from thence inferr'd , That the French did wiſely to prohibit. 
Now if this be true, as undoubtedly it is, there cannot be greater or more cogent Argu- 
ments for the pafling this Bill, which is not to deſtroy the whole Trade, but only part of that 
which their own Advocate acknowledge is very hard upon us, who are che Contumers.

Child gave in 
the like Caſe, which we find in the Pretace of his Book called A Diſcourſe on Trade, his Words 
are theſe, I affirm and can prove be's miſtaken in Fat ; for the Dutch, with whom we principal- 
ly contend in Trads, give generally more Wages for all their Manufatiures, by at leaff Two Pence 
in the Shilling, than the Engliſh. And adds farther, That whereſoever Wages are bigh wniver- 
fol throug bout the whole World, it is an infallible Evidence of the Riches of that Country : and 
wherever Wages for Labour runs low, its 4 Proof of the Poverty of that Place, That it « multi- 
tude of People and good Laws, ſuch as cauſe an mcreaſe of People, that principelly enrich any Coun- 
try : And if we retrench (by Law) the Labour of oxr People, we drrve them from ws to other Coun- 
tries chat grue better Rates, and ſo the Dutch bave dremed us of our Seamen and Woollen Ma- 
nufaurers ; And we the the French of their Artificers and Silk Manufacturers. And in Pag. 175. 
diſcourſing of the ways of enlarging our Trade, amang many others, he gives this Advice, 
That it's our Intereſt by Example, and qtherwiſe not diſt aſi ful, abowe all kinds of Commodutes to pre- 
went as much as may be thelmportation of Foreign ManulaQtures,and to encourage thoſeTYades moſt 
that wvend moſt of our Manufatt ures, and ſupply us withMaterial: to be further Manufa& ured.
